No 
wonder, if by all theſe Means, theſe 
fly, crafty, hypocritical Devices, the 
Poor. Church of England has been nota- 
bly Vexed and Moleſted as to her Uni- 
ty and Vaiformity. It is not impoſſible, 

nor improbable, that ſuch Evil Arts, as 
we juſt now mention d, ſhould ſome- 
times, in ſome meaſure, prevail to zx- 
feſt the Houſe of God.

Profeſs d Virgins Raviſh'd ; and ſuch . 
Inſolences Committed by Catholicks 
I. Catholicks, as they would call 
us Hereticks,. meerly for believing the 
Report thereof, if their own Catholick 
Writers had not Acknowledged the 
Matter of Fact. Then what a Pre- 
cious Unit) is that, which is main- 
tain d, not by the Power and: Exergy 
of Faith, and the Happy Temper of 
Mens Minds, enflamed and Influenced 
by the Spirit of Love, Meelneſs and 
Charity, but by T»quifition, and Ex- 
communication, and Degradation, and 
Baniſhment, and Fire, and Faggot, 
and Dragoons, and Perſecution, and the 
Power of the Sword, more than of 
the Keys?

Cities. The Claim from Peter was Kc. MR | 
not ſo early thought on; and if ſo, 10 f. 126. 
perhaps the Biſhop of Antiochia might 
have made the beſt Pretence. Nothin 
is more antient, in behalf of the No- 
man Biſhops, than that Decree of the Sy- 
nod of Nice, whereby the Firſt Place 
among Patriarchs is given to the Biſhop 
of Rome, and he is Commanded to 
take Care of the Suburbicarian Churches. 
Where the Council does ſo Compro- 
miſe the Matter between Him and o- 
ther Patriarchs, as to aſſigne to each 
of them their diſtinct Limits; yet, 
ſurely it makes him not the Head of all; 
but only One among the Chief. In that 
Council there were preſent Victor, 
and Vincentius, in the Name of Ja- 
tins, who then far in the See of Rome;
